m His tcnijfle the Chinch, and 
theiein worketli all things ac- 
cording to the will of God.] 

In fuKilrneiit of this older \or, 
of the goodly oulei appointed m 
the Church of God] our brother 
hath been washed and cleansed 
with the woid of pure and holy 
teaching, thiough the ministers 
here present to whose office it 
belongs, as they m your hear- 
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ing have tesAfied : he hath been 
warned and instructed how he 
ought to walk in all holy con-

conscience of sin^ and desinng the 
grace of absolution^ shall make kncnvn 
such hut den or dtsitc to the Pastor 
01 Eldetf the Past Of or Elder ^lall 
ginie to such person^ as soon as may 
be^ full opportunity Jor making par-^ 
ticular conjcsston f his sins^ and upon 
receiving such confession shall eithei 
give the person proper ghostly coun- 
sel or advice^ and also dismiss him 
nvith a blissmg, or {ij the sms con- 
fessed be of such a natuie^ and the 
person in such a state of mind, as 
shall render it ftting) he shall ap- 
point a time for the solemn adminis- 
tration of the rite of absolution 

If for any reason the Penitent dcsue 
that some other Priest should be ap- 
pointed to receive his confession in- 
stead of the Pastor or Elder in 
immediate charge of him^ it is la^v- 
ful for him to make known such de- 
sire to the Angel. 

If the sins confessid be of a nature to 
call for remedy or compensation by 
the Penitent, the Priest shall, at the 
time of confession, point out the same, 
and the mode of remedy or compen- 
sation, and shall warn the Penitent, 


that, except he he mtnded and w- 
solved to tffut suck remedy or com- 
pensation {and do fulfil the same at 
the fist opportunity in his power), 
the pronouncing of absolution will be 
unto condemnation, and not unto life. 
Nor can the Pi test pronounce abso- 
lution, except in the belief that the 
Penitent eithei has effected, or put - 
poses to the utmost of his poWer to 
effect, such remedy oi compensation. 

The Priest shall also counsel the Pent- 
tint, that in pi aspect of coming up 
to receive absolution he should use 
abstinence and fasting.

Of these 
tf uths this Catechism is a most usefm 
‘ manual for all persons, and it furnishes 
a most valuable touchstone of truth 
dunng the whole period of life.

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PREFACE. 

N issuing this edition of the Psalter, the editors 
have to offer their thanks for many valuable sug- 
gestions to those to whom the specimen sheets 
weie submitted Of these suggestions it will be 
found that good use has been made, especially if 
the impoitancc as well as the number of the alterations be 
taken into account. The editors would assure those whose 
suggestions have not been adopted, that they have at least 
been carefully considered But it would require a volume to 
discuss the reasons by which their conclusions as to the many 
nice oi knotty points which occur m editing a Psalter have 
been anived at. The editors wnll theiefoie only beg that 
they who at first sight see matter for blame will give this 
edition a few months^ tiial, as their own experience has taught 
them that the most deculed views may be gieatly modmed 
on a second, oi third, or even fouith revision. 

Witli legard to the tones themselves, it may be mentioned 
that they aic heie printed in their natural form, in which no 
sharps or flats occur. The ancient clefs proper to Church 
Music are employed, and the clef is always placed on such a 
line as that the stave may contain the whole scale of the mode 
to which the particular tone belongs. For the sake of dis* 
tinction, the C clef is used for the authentic tones, and the F 
clef for the plagal tones, except m the case of tone xir., wdrere 
the F clef would not permit the whole scale of the mode to 
appear within the compass of the stave. 

It IS much to be desiicd that, so far as may be possible, 
the tones should be sung at their natural pitch, as they are 
pimted. l^his, however, is not always practicable, and trans- 
position then becomes necessary. When the tones are sung 
without instrumental accompaniment {which is the method 
most m accordance with then sii ncture and desi^)^ transpo- 
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sition presents no difficulty, and may be left to th^ discretion 
of the leader of the singing But when an organ is emjjoyed, 
as It is in most churches, tiansposition becomes a more com- 
plicated mattei In view of this difficulty a book ^ of har- 
monies has been piepaied, in which tach tone is exhibited at 
its natural pilch, when this is practicable, or m one or more 
transposed \eisions 

The capital Utters placed in biackets after the number of 
the tone, at the head of ceitain psalms, refer to these diffieient 
versions of the tone, and indicate whicli veision should be 
used Gieat caie has thus been taken to guaid against doing 
violence to musical laus in passing fiom one tone to another. 
Where two capitals aie placed after the number of a tone, 
either veision may be used indiffeienlly, exirpt that, of course, 
when two conseciUive psalms aic maikod with two capitals, 
say A and c, then the same version must be used for both 
ifiaims It may also be well to note here that the shaips or 
flats which aptieai in the haimonizcd veisions of the tones 
do not indicate “keys” in the modem sense of the woid, 
and must not be so regaided by oiganists 

The words printed in capitals at the beginning of each 
psalm and of each verse of the Oloiia Patn, aie intended to 
be sung to the intonation, which is the name given to the 
three oi foui notes which pieccde the fust long note in each 
tone kaie has been taken to anange these w'ords as far as 
possible in such a way as that they may be used by the leaders 
of the singing to start the psalmody wnth good eifect. They 
should alw^ays be sung firmly and sonorously 

The othei w^ords in the first half of each verse dowm to the 
first acute accent aie sung to the long note called the leciting 
note oi dominant These words should be sung dehbciately, 
and with just such emphasis and caie as would be used if they 
were being read instead of sung. All hurry is to be avoided. 
The acute accent indicates the fust note of the tlnid pait of 
the tone, called the mediation, which consists of two or four 
notes To these aie sung the remaining w'oids or syllables 
down to the astensk wffiich divides each verse. In certain 
mediations the last note may be omitted. This is indicated 
in the music by the dots placed before the last note. (The 
accents always coriespond with the accented notes of the 
tone, which are those of this shape *1 ) 

In the second half of each veise, the words down to the 

* “ The Twelve Tones for the Psalm^" according to the ancient Church 
Modes , published by T. Bosworth Price 44r or 4^. xod. by post. 
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first accent^ syllable belong to the .ocond long or reciting 
note The lest are sung to the last part of the tone tailed 
the cadence or ending 

The following rules are all that need be added to explain 
the use of the signs employed in the pointing 

In the intonation, mediation, and ending, any word or part 
of a woid not divided by a hyphen is to be sung to one note, 
whatever may be the numlier of its syllables When parts 
of a woi J aie to be sung to diffeient notes, die syllables are 
divided by a hyphen or hyphens 

As already mentioned, the words oi syllables to be sung to 
the accented notes aie maiked wiili an acute accent (') When 
tw^o oi more notc-s are assigned to one syllable it is marked 
\vith an accent and a dot, oi tw'o or moie dots, thus {''') or 
(''■*)> c>r (**), oi (“*) When two oi moie words or parts of 
diheient -woids aic to be sung to the same note, they aie 
UAipled by a tie ('*') With icgaid to this, it should be noted 
that tlic tie only incluates that the syllables so coupled aie to 
be sung to the same musical note it does indicate that 
these syllaliles aie to be jumldecl log».thei in pionuncialion 
Tins fault of unnatunl jnonunciation is indeed the gieat evil 
to be avoided in singing the jisalms, and to this end it can 
never be too in gently impicssed on those not familiai with 
the Gregouan modes, tliat tlutc is no fixed relation between 
the notes in respect of diiiation, such as iheie is between 
minims, ciotchets, and qinvers., ni modem music As a 
gcneial lule the unaccented notes of the mediation and 
ending, --liould be sung somevvhat more rapidly and lightly 
than the re>t of the tone d he last note of the tone should 
always be sung as lightly and as short as possible , veiymuch 
as the last syllable of a spoken sentence is pionounced 

In the case of tones i. 1 and iv I, it is desired to call 
attention to the fact that the last note fiut one i?> accented, 
and not the Inst note' but tw^o Unless the accents of these 
tones aie thus observed, the pointing of the psalms for winch 
they aie used wall appear ridiculous In tone IX there is an 
additional note, an anticipation oi indication of the second 
reciting note, inlioduced at the end of the first recilmg note 
befoie the mediation. The syllable to which this note belongs 
is maikcd by a dot, if_sung to this note alone, or wnth two 
dots if sung to the sound of the reciting note as well as this 
grace note. In Psalm CXIX. the long mediation of tone l. 
IS employed. 

To prevent possible misappiehension, the editors wish here 
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to state that while they have been enabled to piint this 
Psalter uniform with the forthcoming editions of'th^ Liturgy, 
yet the work is not issued by authority, but is to b^regaided 
as a private endeavour to meet a widely-felt want.
